STATE FARMERS AFTER NEW 
LAWS 


That the farmers of California are 
aware of the fact that legislation | 
inimical to the agricultural interests 
of the state is constantly being of- 
fered in congress and in the state 
legislature, and _ that it behooves 
them to prevent a united front on all 
matters vital to them is 
shown by the great interest taken | 
by growers in the meeting on May 
5 at San Francisco of the Agricul- 
tural Legislative Committee. Ai this| 
meeting the Volstead-Capper bill now 
in congress was endorsed, and a 
“statement of principle’ was en 
dorsed. Representatives of the cit- 
rus and deciduous fruit growers, wal- 
nut and almond growers, berry grow- 
ers, cattlemen, dairymen and _ bean 
and poultry producers were present. 

Following is the statement of prin- 
eiple: 

“Agriculture contributes so largely 
to the prosperity and well being of| 
the public that whatever makes for} 
the legitimate interest of the pro-| 
ducer brings a corresponding bene- 
fii to the public. federal and state 
laws should be enacted permitting 
bona fide producers of agriculture 
products to act together, either as 
corporations or otherwise, in pro- 
ducing, manufacturing, storing, dis- 
tributing and selling their products. 

“Whether producers’ organizations 
are formed with or without capital 
stock, have equal or unequal voting 
power of members, or pay interest or 
dividends on the capital employed, 
are details that should be determin- 
ed in each instance by the members 
of the organizations with due regard 
to the nature and extent of the in-| 
dustry itself, and the 
production, storage, manufacture
